Dissolve the copper sulphate by putting it in a bag 
of coarse cloth and hanging this in a vessel holding at 
least 4 gallons, so that it is Just covered by the water. 
Use an earthen or wooden vessel. Slake the lime in an 
equal amount of water. Then mix the.two and add 
enough water to make 40 gallons. It is then ready for 
immediate use. For rots, moulds, mildews, and all 
fungous diseases.

This fine exhibit was 
grown in the home, and from just such plants as we send out. ‘The fern is about four 
feet across. Sprengeri has strings dropping down six feet, with tiny white blossoms 
scattered through the foliage. The Fern Ball is a beauty, and all last. A little care 
is needed to make them grow well, but use common sense about it, and not allow 
everybody to handle them indiscriminately. Ferns will not put up with such inter- 
ference. Smaller plants are sent by mail, but give equally as good results in the end 
although not so large on the start. Do your part, and the ferns will do theirs.
